NEW CHARTER. 


The new charter granted to the Mem- 
his Board of Education by the is- 
fatare of Tennessee, on the 27th of 
January, 1569, places our public schools 
and our Board on a much higher van- 
tage ground than they have ever yet 
occupied, By its provisions, authoriz- 
ing this Board to call on the Board of 
Mayor and Aldernien of Memphis for 
an annual assessment of $50,000 for ten 
years, or in lieu of it, at the discretion 


of school bonds for the said amount 
($50,000) per annum, for ten years, the 
bonds to run thirty years to maturity, 
bearing six per cent. interest, payable 
semi-annually, for the purpose of buy- 
ing lots and ‘building school-houses 
thereon, the present and future Boards 
of Education may be enabled N 
to erect suitable school buildings. Th 
has been the great desideratum for our 
city schools ever since their orguniza- 
tion in December, 1852. We may now 
hope to be able to supply, in some de- 
gree, that desideratum. When our 
schools shall once become domiciled in 
large, commodious, well arranged and 
well constructed school-rooms, they 
will spadily win the general, if not 
universal, patronage of our citizens, 
and thus attain to the full measure of 
their mission and usefulness. 

The proper negotiation has been made 
with the Board of Mayor and Alder- 
men, and a resolution has passed that 
body allowing the issuance of $50,000 


preparea for signature, but the absence 
of the Mayor has delayed their wel- 
come advent into our treasury. I take 
it for granted that the matter may be 
regarded as fait accompli.

It is the 
easiest thing in the world to do with 
less luxury, but it involves a little self- 
sacrifice and economy and these virtues 
are fast becoming exotics. Fully one- 
half of the girls who are now filling sit- 
uations in stores, oflices, etc., go there 
in the first place in order to be able to 
dress better. They live in plain but 
comfortable homes and must help with 
the housework or the children of their 
own kin; but they hear glowing & 
counts of the city; they want the finefTy 
that is denied them, and they want to 
go from those peaceful home lives, from 
the kind guardianship of parents, to 
the toil and temptations of the ten-hour 
system. They go plain country girls 
with modest, blushing cheeks an 
smooth, shining hair. They stay there 
a year or two, and their cheeks are pale 
and their hair is frizzed. They have 
lost the’ gaucherie of blushing and 
are bold at repartee. They dress 
somehow and live somehow; but 
they have hours of despondency 
that make them old. It is one 
long struggle with labor and tempta- 
tion, and how they preserve their in- 
tegrity God only knows. Now, would 
not these girls be happier as the wives 
of farmers or mechanics? Would not 
one word of genuine love outweigh a 
ton of admiration? Would not the 
smile of a little child be a thousand 
times better than the gaze of a liber- 
tine? Is it not easier to work for one’s 
own than for strangers? to feel that 
you are king in your castle, if it is only 
u one-story cottage? Woman's inde- 
pendence will work a deadlier wrong 
thun any bond she has ever worn, 
When she steps beyond the fair thres- 
hold of womanly power—thearchety pal 
home, where God has made her u- 
preme, to tight ihe demons of po! i|ical 
or commercial life, she lays down a 
scepter and takes up a chain, whose 
iron canker will eat into her soul, 
That was a true and beautiful reply 
which one of our strongest advocates 
of suffrage in this city gave to a gentle- 
man who called on her at her office and 
demanded to know the meaning of 
Woman's Rights. She looked up with 
a troubled face—the face of a delicate, 
thoughtful woman—from the pile of 
exchanges and manuscripts which lay 
before her and answered with earnest 
solemnity, I can give you its entire

Such has been the history of California, 
now one of the richest agricultural 
States in the Union. The bottom lands 
Of the South are in need of 
a class of labor which neither the 
North nor Europe can supply, and we 
are, therefore, compelled to look to 
Asia. In time this trouble will be 
remedied, and large tracts of bottom 
lands must necessarily go through the 
same process now on foot in the up- 
lands, especially in East and Middle 
Tennessee, Population is what we 
most need in the South, and as we 
secure this, the knotty quent ion of labor 


’| will approach satisfactory solution. 


The South will become thickly popu- 

lated, and then, like Califoraia, we will 
find ourselves independent of Chinese 
assistance in the development of our 
agricultural resources, The introduc- 
tion of Chinese labor is but an experi- 
ment, and at the best cannot be re- 
garded but as a temporary measure of 
relief. Sa let it come on, and the 
quicker the better. Let us also have a 
heavy tide of Northern and European 
immigration. We have an immense 
country to develop, and it presents 
wide fields for all races and condititions 
of men, 


A CERTAIN class of religionists in 
the North urge against Mongolen 
immigration that the Chinese are 
heathen. Every year our Foreign 
Mission Societies send a few mission- 
aries to heathen countries to convert 
the natives to Christianity. Half of 
these missionaries are generally un- 
fitted for their avocation, and the 
other half are devoured by the canni- 
bals, to whom roast missionary is a 
luxury. As so little good is done in 
countries where the heathen are as the 
sands on the seashore compared with 
the priests, why not let the heathen 
come here where the numerical 
disproportion is the other way? Once 
here, the pressure will be so great that 
paganism cannot stand against it. If 
our religionists are sincere in endeav- 
ors to convert the heathen—and we 
know from their acts that they are— 
instead of feelings of apprehension, 
theirs should be feelings of joy at the 
prospect of being soon able to bring to 
bear the powerful influences needed for 
the successful prosecution of the 
work. Instead of a few mission- 
aries being strangers in the midst 
of Pagans, afew Pagans will be in @®- 
midst of missionaries. If we correctly 
understand the object of salvation it 
is the sinners who are to be con verted ;
